E d i t o r T e l e g r a p h: 
Having spent mu i.« time in the heart 
of the historic John Brown region in 
eastern Kansas, I thou ght the readers 
of T h e T e l e g r a p h might be interest­ 
ed in the data ( have collected here, 
concerning the old ln*ro of < )sawatomi< 
and his devoted follower*, who rescu ed 
this state from the cu rse of African 
slavery nearly forty years ago. People 
of all ranks and professions come here, 
like pilgrims to the shrine at Mecca, 
to view the old landmarks. 
A good 
many, misled by variou s histories, come 
to this locality expecting to see the old 
Cabin or the site where it. stood, where 
that historic personage once made his 
home. 
The hou se in q u estion was one 
of the first on the Pottawatomie, and 
was erected by Ju dge Han way. with 
whom Brown was a freq u ent gu est. 
(To the former’s writings, preserved in 
a scrap-book, I am indebted for mu ch 
in this article.) 
A son of this gentleman is now living 
on the old homestead, a few rods from 
where the old cabin stood. 
Thou sands 
of pictu res of that hu mble home have 
been frau du lently sold all over the 
cou ntry. 
In conseq u ence, many people 
come there to meditate among th • 
ru ins, or write sentimental rhapsodies 
in their note-books. 
Most of them car­ 
ry off pebbles for sou venirs. 
One man, 
by dilligent digging, fou nd an old ru sty 
skillet, for which he begged permis­ 
sion, almost on his knees, to carry otT. 
There is a bu ilding eight miles from 
here, near Kantou l, which Brown bu ilt 
for one of his sons. 
It is now u sed for 
a stable and workshop by the owner of 
the premises, Horace Day, a nephew of 
Brown’s. 
The shingles wore rived by 
his own hands. 
The last work he did 
in Kansas was the q u arrying ou t of a 
large IIat stone on this place to reserve 
as a door-stop. 
It still lies where he 
placed it, on a steep hillside, where it 
has often been 
viewed and photo­ 
graphed. 
A few rods west of the old 
Haoway 
cabin, in an elevated situ ation, was lo­ 
cated the old parade grou nd, where the 
free state patriots for miles arou nd, to 
the nu mber of 100, u sed to assemble 
weekly for drill and consu ltation, a im ­ 
ed with Sharpe's rilles and Colt’s re­ 
volvers. 
They woreu ndor command of 
Capt. John Brown jr. 
It was u pon this 
spot that a series of resolu tions were 
passed, declaring that the bogu s laws 
enacted at the Shawnee Mission were 
nu ll and void, and notifying govern­ 
ment officials that if they attempted 
10 
enforce them, it was done at their 
peril. 
These resolu tions gave the key­ 
note to other meetings and were adopt­ 
ed all over the territory. 
At the same 
time, a vote was taken to visit Ju dge 
Cato’» cou rt, then in session at a hou se 
over the river. 
While there, Captain 
Brown sent a note to the ju dge, inq u ir­ 
ing if he intended to carry ou t the bo­ 
gu s statu tes 
He nervou sly passed it 
over to the sheriff, saying he cou ldn’t 
be “ bothered by su ch matters.’1 Capt. 
Brown immediately stepped ou t and 
annou nced in a clear voice: “ The I’at- 
tavvatomie Kitles will meet for drill on 
the parade grou nd.11 
This stru ck su ch terror to the cou rt 
and his packed ju ry—someof them hoys 
u nder age—that they tied to Leeou ip- 
ton that night. 
For the benefit of 
you nger readers, mainly, to whom John 
Brown is somewhat of a myth, I append 
a slight sketch of his career. 
His an­ 
cestor was Peter Brown, a stu rdy Pil­ 
grim, who came over iu the Mayflower. 
Six generations later John Brown was 
born, May 9. 1800, at Torrington, Conn. 
Soon after Ohio was admitted into the 
u nion, his father, Owen Brown, moved 
his famil) there—in 180*). 
When only 
eight years of age he lost his mother, 
who wa? u very piou s woman, and from 
whom he derived his religiou s enthu ­ 
siasm. 
Du ring the British-!u dian war 
of 1812 1.1, he assi.-ted his father in se­ 
cu ring su pplies for the army, where he 
gained insight into military affairs. 
He expressed 
indignation over the 
weak su rrender of Gen. Hu ll at De­ 
troit and ever afterward manifested 
the greatest contempt for cowardice. 
At seventeen years of age his design 
was to enter the Congregational min­ 
istry, bu t failing eyesight cau sed him 
to give u p the idea. 
Later on he mar­ 
ried and engaged in farming, bu t left 
it to embark in the wool trade. 
Atone 
time he resided in Boston, where he 
became acq u ainted « with many not­ 
ed 
abolitionists. 
In 
1848-49 , 
he 
visited England to open u p a wool-mar- 
ket. 
While there he visited noted 
b vttle-fields. 
At one time he lo>t near 
1/ all his property. When Gerrit.Smith 
gave him a piece of land in the Adir­ 
ondack region at North Elber, N. Y, 
to which he removed his family. 
In 


1851 he again engaged in the wool- 
trade, going to Ohio where he remain­ 
ed fou r years. Bu t when he heard how 
Northern settler- in Kansas were being 
tyrannized over by the Border Ru f­ 
fians of Missou ri he came here when 
fou r sons were living and ea,-t in hi- 
l >t with the Free state party. 
Hi§ 
sons had written him to bring their 
arms, as fighting wou ld 
su rely have 
to be done. 
He came with the weap­ 
ons. bu t soon retu rned to the North to 
stir u p the people and make them 
realize how terrible the stru ggle be­ 
tween freedom and the slave-f/owcr 
was to bo—addressing the Massachu ­ 
setts legislatu re and variou s 
other 
bodies on the su bject. 
May, 1856, saw 
him once more in Kansas at Osawa- 
tomie, prepared to do his part in mak­ 
ing it a free state. 
It was from this 
point he set ou t in 1859 u pon the enter­ 
prise at Harper’s 
Ferry, Virginia, 
which left hi- 
name 
imperishably 
written u pon H e pages of history. The 
city of O-awatornie was named from 
the two rivers, th*- Osage and Pottawa- 
tonie which u nitea short distance from 
there. The north fork of the former is 
called by the French name of Marais 
du Cygne (marsh of the Swans.) 
It is 
pronou nced, Mara do Seen. 
it. was 
along this stream thu t eleven peace­ 
able free state men were taken from 
their plows, stood u p in a row 
and 
» shot, only one who feigned death es­ 
caping. 
This Incident Whittier has 
commemorated in a fine poem. 
Ppon 
the 7th of Ju ne, 1876, a party of 170 
from Missou ri pillaged the phi****, car­ 
rying 
o ff all they cou ld transport. 
It 
was on the* 10th of Au gu st that year 
that the place became famou s. 
Capt. 
Brown had retu rned there the evening 
previou s from Sou th Middle ( reek, 
where he had been to disperse a camp 
of Missou rians who hu d gathered there 
to make raids on tie* free state settlers. 
Word came in the morning that a 
large force of th« - enemy was coming 
from the west: Brown mu stered his 
men into a block hou se, bu t learning 


Leavenwortn and began her work. At 
that place she met her fu tu re hu sband : 
and two years later they were married, 
j 
After leaving the mission they resided 
on a farm abou t two miles from here. 
Jones and John Brown were friends 
and the latt*-r always came to see them 
when in the neighborhood. 
“ We had been expecting him every 
day,” said the old lady, “ when the 
Border Ru ffians paid u s a visit, expect­ 
ing to find him there, 
We were awak­ 
ened abou t midnight by the yells of 
men: my hu sband had ju st time to slip 
ou t of the back door, thinly clad, and 
disappear in the woods, when they 
commenced battering down the front 
door. 
We had a sick man in the hou se 
at the time who had ju st taken u p land 
near u s. 
They searched for my hu s­ 
band, shooting into beds and u nder 
them, and inq u ired for John Brown, 
u ttering 
the 
vilest oaths. 
They 
dragged the sick man ou t doors, cu t 
his throat and threw him down the 
banks of the Pottawatomie. 
I was u p 
stairs, fu lly dressed, when they came 
back and called to me to come down 
I had a little bag of gold u nder one 
arm and silver u nder the other. 
The 
hall was q u ite wide and as I came down 
stairs they stood in two row« on either 
s'de. 
The only light came from the 
slowly bu rning walnu t floor in the 
kitchen. 
When 
I had passed nearly 
throu gh their rmikr- they began clos­ 
ing in on me, when I wheeled arou nd 
and threw my hags of money among 
them: they ru shed u pon it and fou ght j 
over it like wolves. 
Then they began ; 
to loot the hou se. 
The yard was fu ll; 
of their tarpions, great boat-shaped | 
wagons, each drawn by fou r or six 
horses. 
“They carried ou t my chests,contain­ 
ing my linen and line things, then 
threw things ou t of the windows and set 
lire to the hou se in several places, 
i 
¡-at *>n a stu mp watching them and 
praying for my hu sband, when, -u d- 
aenly from over the river sou nded the 
hoofbeats of horses: the ru tlians heard

they left their position and concealed 
themselves in the bu shes, skirting th*- 
Marais de Cygne. 
It was in thL posi­ 
tion that a few brave men kept their 
foes (nu mbering 100) at bay for several 
hou rs, killing 32 and wou nding 50, 
while their own losses were bu t two 
killed and one taken prisoner, the lat­ 
ter a Hu ngarian soldier whom his ra p­ 
tors bru tally mu rdered in their camp 
the next morning.

was too u neq u al, the little band had to 
retreat u nder cover of the bu shes to a 
place of safety. 
That night the enemy, after loot­ 
ing the town and committing many at­ 
rocities. applied the torch and every 
b aiding except fou r cottages was iaid 
in ashes. 
A great search was made 
for a printing press, bu t it was safely 
bu ried in the earth. 
Brown's son, Frederic,was slain early 
in the morning with three other men 
in the pu blic road by an advance gu ard 
of the ru ffians. 
(Some time afterwards 
a pro-slavery preacher in the 
bogu s 
legislatu re, boasted of the deed: bu t he 
never did again. 
The avenger was on 
his track and on his retu rn home be 


w h s shot from ambu sh.) 
This fight was the most severe of any 
which took place du ring the border 
warfare, hence tin name was given to 
Cipt. Brown of “Osawatomie Brown.” 
A fine monu ment with an iron fence 
su rrou nding it. has been erected in the 
residence portion of the city, 
011 which 
is inscribed the names of all who fell 


011 that day, also it is --tated it is to 
commemorate the heroism of Capt. 
John Brown and his bra\e men who 
made su ch a gallant fight u pon that 
occasion. 
it wu - in this place that the terra“jay- 
hawker” originated. 
A 
bold, free 
state Irishman by the name of I’at Dev­ 
lin came riding in one morning before 
su nrise u pon a mu le, well laden with 
plu nder: to the inq u iry of a neighbor 
he replied that he had been ou t “jay- 
hawking’’—-that “ back in old Ireland 
there was a bird called the jayhawk, 
which always worried, its prey before 
devou ring it.” 
Later on this term was 
au pliod by the pro-slavery party to 
Capt. Jaa. Montgomery 's well organ­ 
ized companies of men in Linn aid 
Bou rbon cou nties, who took pains to 
deserve the name by immediately re­ 
tu rning the calls of their Missou ri 
bretl reu .

chair. 
That night she reached 


pions, they lashed their horses into a 
mad ru n, thinking they were Indians, 
warned by rny hu sband, come to the 
rt-scu e. 
Bu t it was only ou r band of 
horses, which had galloped u p to the 
fence, attracted by the light from the j 
blazing hou se. 
When daylight came J 
I saw th© sick man come crawling ou t 
of the woods, nearly dead. 
I bou nd u p 
his throat as well as T cou ld, and then j 
my hu sband appeared with a hand of 
rescu ers. 
“ By carefu l nu rsing the sick man got 
well. 
The only things I recovered 
were a towel and a calash, jolted off 
the wagons.” 
The latter was a won­ 
derfu l piece of head-gear, shaped like 
an old-fashioned bu ggy top. 
It was 
made of silk sewed over reeds, and 
cou ld be pu lled far in front of the face, 
where it was held by a bridle. 
In su m­ 
mer it was light, bu t in winter it was 
lined with cotton-batting.

leased it Hew to the back of the head 
liae a closed accordion, 
“ it was fash­ 
ionable before I was born: I remember 
my mother wore one. 
I had things 
that few people west of the Mississippi 
possessed in those days, there was a 
lace veil, a yard and three-q u arters 
long, that took one hu ndred skeins of 
silk in the making. 
They took several 
beau tifu l India shawls and many silk 
dresses. 
Every time my hu sband went 
to Washington he brou ght me back 
some nice present. 
I had a gold chain 
a yard long, every link of which was 
beau tifu lly chased.

friend of mine saw it on the neck of a 
Missou ri woman” .

Tenting a Itoy ’s Nerv e. 
There are 
several ways to test 
a 
b oy’s “ nerve,” two of which are very 
simple, and, when tried where there is 
a large company of young folk, are 
likely to cause no end of laughter and 
fun. 
The first is known as the trap* zo 
trick. Any ordinary gymnasium trapeze, 
suspended ring or even a rope swing 
may b e used. Have the b oy whose nerve 
is to b e tested stand upright under the 
trapeze, and then some of the other b oys 
let it down until the rung, or swing 
b oard, just b r u s h e s the hair. 
Now let 
some one pull the trapeze well over to 
one side and give it a sharp throw in 
the direction of the stunding hoy.

a nervy b oy who will continue to Hfand 
upright with his eyes open and let the 
trapeze swing over him at full *pe» d.

inches ab ove the b oy’s head, and still 
b e will duck, b ecause to him it look« as 
if the trapeze must suiely strike his 
b ead. 
Another simple ti ft is performed with 
a mirror and is amusing aiike to b oys 
and to girl« .

the top of a flight of stair/- Here furnish 
one b oy with a mirror and direct him to 
b old it horizontally b efore him with 
the glass up.
